TEL AVIV (AP) -- Isract fol- 
lowed up its four-day attack on 
Palestinian guerrillas in Leba- 
non by bombing and strafing 
Arab commando camps in the 
desert of southern Syria today. 

‘The Syrian army placed the 
assault_60 miles south of the 
capital fof Damascus and said 
three guerrillas and two Syrians 
were killed. 

The air and artillery assault 
was a reprisal attack against 
guerrillas based in Syria who 
had fired at Isracli positions in 
the occupied Golan Heights 13 
times in the last four days, the 
Israelis said. 

The Isracli military command 
said all planes returned safely, 
despite Arab claims of intensive 
anti-aircraft fire.

“For some time now social 
agencies such as ourselves 
. «« have come to the con- 
clusion that they must become 
more involved with people 
than merely doing what we've * 
been set up to do — such as 
paying benefits,” he says. 
“The people deserve a ser- 
bay beyond being paid bene- 
its."” 

He likens its philosophy to 
the insurance company which 
feels obliged to tell its policy 
holders how to stay healthy. 

The service has exciting 
possibilities, says its Ontario 
chief, a veteran civil servant.

What better evidence that Canada’s 
bigger cities are facing an increasingly diffi- 
cult law enforcement situation than Metro 
Toronto police chief Harold Adamson's 

warning about the immigration scene. 

According to Mr. Adamson, gaping 
holes in: this country’s immigration laws 

have let undesirables into Toronto to the 
extent that drug addiction, shoplifting and 
prostitution have become serious problems. 

This is a ‘sorry commentary for a city 
which once enjoyed one of the most crime- 
free records in North America. That things 
have changed is clear from Chief Adamson's 
revelations, But Metro’s executive com- 
mittee is taking his warning seriously, es- 

his call for more police officers; he 
says it is essential to get more cut on the 
street. 

To this end the police department has 
been awarded a $63.6 million budget, or $5.8 
million over last year. In terms of manpower 
this will add 300 police officers, 25 cadets 
and 32 cars to the 3,700-member municipal 
police force. Even this may not be enough, 
cansidering the city's size but it is a start 
toward coping with the additional pressures 
brought on by this sinister influx of under- 
‘world types.

causes no 
social effects. But Dr. Potter says the con- 
clusions “are little more than impressions 
" which should be treated conservatively.” 
Seientists, he adds, are “years away” from 
complete knowledge about marijuana and 
he says he personally is morally and medic- 
ally opposed to the legalization of the sub- 
stance. ; 

Meanwhile, Dr. Vivian Rakoff, director 
of the postgraduate education at the Clarke 
Psychiatric Institute in Toronto, has warn- 
ed about possible long-term effects. “The 
loss of productivity and even the possibility 
of brain damage is enough to deter me as a 
rational human being.” 

What does surprise us is the evident 
lack of research knowledge of instances 
where smoking of marijuana has had dis- 
astrous consequences. We recall reading of 
@ US, soldier in Vietnam who got high on 
pot and shot several of his buddies. There 
was also a case in Montreal last year when 
a young employee at Man and His World 
‘was knifed to death by a fellow student al- 
legedly high on pot. 

A key factor here is the psychological 
balance of the individual concerned. An in- 
dividual of sound mind is less likely to suf- 
fer an adverse reaction than one who is un- 
stable. If marijuana were to be legalized we 
could expect trouble of this nature while 
from a general standpoint encouraging de- 
generacy and inefficiency among udegs.

There was a time when President Nix- 


"gree that has no comparison anywhere else. 
In Detroit where there were some 600 


homicides last year storekeepers and ordin- 
ary citizens carry pistols for their own pro- 
tection. There are communities in the Un- 
ited States that claim to be virtually free of 
serious crime — like one in Maine we read 
about recently — but by and large the 
US. citizen enjoys no real security. 

_ > During the New Hampshire primary 
one major network correspondent spoke in 
felicitous terms of the unpolluted atmos- 
phere of the State! and of the pleasures of 
unspoiled scenery and a relatively gentle 
_ lifestyle compared with New York city. To 
be sure New England is like that, yet it also 
has its dark memories. Back in 1959 or 
thereabouts a Montrealer camping at a 
Maine beach was shot and seriously wound- 
ed by an intruder and the New Hampshire 
backwoods is currently home to a young 
woman follower of the Charles Manson drug 
cultists in California; true ,she has left be- 
hind that way of life, but as a witness to the 
murders of actress Sharon Tate and sev- 
eral others hers is an aura that is sympto- 
matic of the most decadent aspects of the 
American. scene and her very presence in 
New Hampshire af sinister accompaniment. 
These may be isolated incidents and 
Canadians still flock to the four corners of 
the United States without hindrance. For 
Americans though the overall incidence of 
crime is-a very real problem. The country 
experiences some 17,000 murders annually;

minutes. Furthermore, a rape occurs every 
14 minutes and a burglary every 15 seconds.

Research to Continue 


University of Toronto re- 
searchers and Belleville health 
authoritics this spring will 
launch an on-the-spot wildlife 
probe to seek one source of & 
baffling eye affliction suffered 
by two Belleville women. 

It will be the latest move in 
a search for answers to & 
medical riddle now described 
as “extraordinary, improbable 
and uncommon,” by Dr. C. R. 
Lenk, chief of the Hastings 
and Prince Edward counties 
health unit. 

The search will concentrate 
on finding wild frogs which 
may have been carriers of mi- 
croscopic parasistes in one 
case. Origin of the parasite in 
the optic tissue of the second 
woman may have been a pet 
dog, said Dr. Lenk. 

These new developments, 
although not yet scientifically 
proven, complicate an explan- 
ation for the origin of the mi- 


- cro-organisms, indicated the 


health officer. 

The plight of both women, 
sent to a Toronto hospital sev- 
eral weeks ago after the para- 
sites were ciscovered in their 
optic tissues "has had uni- 
versity scientists seeking a 
common factor.

Deerhide Collec

Ever fancied a stubble- 
chinned,” rough<dressed _rifle- 
man hunched against dawn 
chill as a patron of the arts? 

Maybe he wouldn't cither. 

But there were plenty of 
them around in the Quinte 
bush for last fall's deer hunt- 


ing. 

A federal-provincial project 
introduced in the Tweed for- 
estry district at that time 
cast hunters in a voluntary 
cultural role. 

Hunters were requested to 
donate discarded deer hides 
for distribution among Indian 
handicraft groups, whose skill 
patterns them into uniquely 
Canadian products. 

The hides were collected by 
lands and forests department 
officers, then — after tan- 
ning — transferred to the 
department of northern devel- 
opment and Indian affairs for 
allocation to Indian crafts- 


men. ; 

A lands and forests report 
from Toronto says the pro- 
ject netted 4,500 deer and 
moose hides across Ontario 
— double the number collect- 


arca where the first contribu- 
tion to the scheme after the 
1971 hunt was confirmed by a 
department official at Tweed 
yesterday.

One farmer donated a cow- 
hide, another six sheepskins.

Federal Hide Program: 
Hurts Quinte Mohawks 


TYENDINAGA RESERVE — 
An imaginative goverament 
project introduced in. the 
Quinte district last year to 
harvest decr hides for Indian 
craft groups may have evoked 
a cheering response. 

But not from the Bay of 
Quinte Mohawks here. 

The program was so succcss- 
ful it practically wiped out 
their traditidnal supply source 
of buckskin for their own 
craftsmen, 

What happened, Chief Earl 
Hill explained last night. was 
this: 

For years. the Mohawks, 
who use the buckskin for han- 
dicrafts and fashioning™ their 


ly from Jocal bunters. 

The hides. usuatly of littl 
use to hunters — could be 

sed for about two dol- 
apiece. Taken in job lots 
to a -Campbellford tannery, 
they were‘also processed into 
soft buckskin withia a price 
range the Mohawks could af- 
ford. Their. last* stockpile — 
at $700 — last year 
was’ lost in a fire that de- 
stroyed the reserve’s’ council 
house-community centre. 

Then, last fall, senior gov- 
ernments decided to introduce

a hide-collection scheme which 
already had worked success- 
fully clsewhere "in Ontario, 
into the Quinte district, Under 
the plan, hunters donate deer 
hides in return for’ a token 
gilt — last year a hand-warm- 
cr. The voluntary scheme pro 
vides a reliable —- and eson 
omical — source of buckskin 
supply for distribution among 
Indian craft groups, -an activ- 
ity seen as a cultural and 
commercial benefit to Indian 
groups, Provincial lands and 
forests department officers 
collect the hides for transfer

But. said the chic, fed- 
eral officials told him. the 
deerskins were for allocation 
to northern reserves. 

Costume - making classes 
begin this weck on the reserve 
and the only way out of the 


dilemma was to purchase cost- 
lier buckskin from Western 
Canada, 

These are priced around 70 
cents a foot — each skin av- 
craging $10-$12 according ,to 
size, said Chief Hill. : 

A supply was purchased 
through the federal department 
on money granted for adult 
education purposes on th: re- 
serve. 

But the chief is omed. 
that a more prac — and 
cheaper — solutiori® 
since the department 
expected to keep oc gi¥ing 
ee toward the higher-price 


es. 

The Mohawks need a large 
supply, Chief Hill indicates. 

“Our culture (on the re- 
serve) was practically lost for 
a while and we had very. very 
few costumes, Since it takes 
four to six hides to make a 
costume it's going to take us 
some while to get our supply 
built up". he says.

of course it is nothing of the sort. The plight 
of some sections of the Indian population 
we need not elaborate on but we had not 
realized that there are still other shades of 
racism here. As in sport. Calling Canadian 
players of the CFL the “white niggers” of 
professional sport, Donald Ball, an assoc- 
date professor of sociology at the University 
of Victoria said in New. York recently that 
Canadians tend to be excluded from the 
more’ rewarding and desirable positions and 
receive lower salaries than imports. He said 
also that black players are virtually exclud- 
‘ed from central positions in professional 
football in both Canada and the U.S. 

So when we look below the surface of 
Canadian life we find there is alot af shap- 
ing up to do. Poverty? Well that is another 
topic, but we won't go, into it here. Suf- 
fice it to say we are far from perfect and if 
we don’t look out one of these days we could 
be reaping the whirlwind.

The 39-year-old Mr. Moores. 
whose entire 18man cabinet 
was reclected, said he expects 
the legislature to sit about April 
10 , 

He called the election March 2 
with party standings in the 42- 
seat house at 20 PCs, 20 Liber- 
als and two vacancies. The re- 
sult was not a party vote, the 
premier said Friday night. 

Rather, it was “‘a vote of con- 
fidence in individuals who have 
been really slugging it out and 
want to do a jb.” 

It was also an historic clec- 
tien “in a ,province that bad 
never given any party but the 
Liberals a majority election vic- 


tory. 
Prominent Liberals who lost 
their seats included ‘former 


highways minister darold 
Starkes in Green Bay and for- 
mer education minister Lubert 
Kitchen in Harbour Grace. 

The voter turn-out was 
roughly 80 per cent, dowa from 
about 88 per cent in October.

The survey is said to be desigred to discover 
the veting ‘ntentioas of Canadians across the 
country f a sencral election were held in late 
June 

If the survey toded ill for the Liberals, an 
clection presumably would be put off until the fall 
or even iater, 

Ih. the past, public opinion surveys by political 
parties — aad others —- have been a fairly accur- 
ate gauge of the public mind in terms of percent: 
zge popularity. ¢ 

Fowever, 2 party can win the popular vote and 
still xse 21 election. Victories are based on the 
number of seats won in the 264-place Commons, 
not on the percentage of the popular vote. 

Consequently. Mr. Trudeau might still call a 
Inne election even if the survey indicated a ‘css- 
than-strong Liberal xhowing in the contest.
